Senate Confirms New York- 
er’s Appointment as Assist- 
ant Secretary of War. 


NAVY POST FOR WARNER 


F. Trubee Davison, of New York, 
yesterday was made Assistant Sec- 
retary of War in charge of aviation. 

His nomination was sent to the 
Senate by President Coolidge and 
confirmed in less than an hour 
after it had been received. The 
Senate at the same time confirmed 
the appointment of Edward P. War- 
ner, professor of aeronautics at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, to be Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, in charge of aeronau- 
tics. The President sent his nomi- 
nation to the Senate Wednesday. 

Mr. Davison is the son of the late 
Henry P.-Davison, partner in J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and former head of 
the. American Red Cross. He was 
born in New York February $7, 
1896. He was graduated from 
Yale university in 1918 and the 
Columbia university law school in 
1922. 

Early in the world war he drove 
an ambulance in France .and in 
1916, with other students of Yale, 
organized the Yale aviation unit, 
which later became known as coast 
patrol unit No. 1. Mr. Davison en- 
listed in the naval air service when 
the United States entered the war. 
He served as a lieutenant, junior 
grade, and was awarded the navy 
cross for meritorious service. 

He was seriously injured in the 
fall of his plane at Huntington, 
L. 1., in 1917, but retained his keen 
interest in. aviation both from war 
and commercial viewpoints. 

He succeeded Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt to the New 
York State legislature, being elect- 
ed on the Republican ticket in 1921, 
one of the youngest members of the 
legislature. He has been reelected 


each term since. He sponsored the

Unless there is an unexpected 
hitch in the plans of leaders the 
first session of the sixty-ninth Con- 
gress will end today. 

A resolution providing for sine 
die adjournment at 3 p. m. was 
adopted yesterday by the House 
and immediately transmitted to the 
Senate.

This showed 199 members 
favoring adjournment and 29 op- 
posed, but the opposition let it go at

Representative Rankin, of Mis- 
sissippi, and a group of his col- 
leagues, maneuvered throughout 
the day in an effort to bring the 
case to a close, but the lid was 
clamped down tight. Before the 
day was over, Mr. Rankin had in- 
troduced a resolution giving it as 
the sense of the House that Mr. 
Fenning should be dismissed from 
office. It is considered unlikely 
that he will be permitted to call 
it up. 

House managers in turn passed 
the buck in the matter of whether 
the judiciary committee’s report 
should be called up. Representa- 
tive Graham, chairman of the com- 
mittee, made known that he did 
not intend to do it, and Represen- 
tative Dyer, of Missouri, who filed 
the report, was of a similar mind. 

Blocks Aircraft Bill. 


The indications are that no one 
of the minority is to be permitted 
to call it up. On one occasion MF. 
Rankin caught Mr. Graham on the 
floor and sought’to bring up tRe 
issue without avail.

CLAIMS SHARES SOLD

Accused By Woman.

Raton, Fla. As a result of these 
alleged false representations, the 
indictment charges. Von Kolnitz 
persuaded Mrs. Drayton to pay 
$3,000 to become a member of the 
syndicate. Roberts denied that he 
had any connection whatsoever 
with Von Kolnitz. 

The grand jury ignored a charge 
against Vincent J. Murphy, park 
policeman, in connection with the 
death of Robert M. McCormick, on 
June’ 22, in front of a rooming 
house at 406 Sixth street north- 
west.

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CONGRESS ADJOURNS. 

The first session of the Sixty-ninth Congress 
comes to an end today after seven months’ 
labor. It has been a busy and productive ses- 
sion, although no great national question has 
been settled. Like all sessions between presi- 
dential elections, it has developed a lot of 
politics, with the odds in favor of the Demo- 
cratic opposition. 

One thing in favor of Congress in the clos- 
ing session is that it resisted the enactment 
of many foolish Jaws. The bills actually en- 
acted are in the main sensible and 
tive. 

The outstanding piece of legislation

than 2,000,000 citizens from income taxes, and 
eases the burden upon millions of others. 

Congress has been economical, in 
assertions to the contrary.

Congress has liberalized the relating 
to war veterans and has increased pensions, 
including $15,000,000 additional to 
civil war -veterans. Large sums have been 
allotted to good roads and mail routes, public 
buildings, military and naval aviation and 
other needs. 

During all this work Congress has enjoyed 
several scandals and many thrills, including 
the disclosures of campaign expenditures in 
Pennsylvania. The attempt to enact legisla- 
tion satisfactory to the farmers has failed, and 
of that more anon.

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WAR FILMS. 


The War Department has made available 
for commercial use in picture houses 2,000,000 
feet of motion pictures of American troops in 
the world war. They constitute the entire 
collection of pictures made by the signal corps 
of the army before, during and after the Ameri- 
can troops arrived in France. Of the 2,000,000 
feet, not more than 10,000 feet, it is said, have 
ever been shown. 

An elaborate index has been made, and pic- 
ture companies can make any selection desired. 
The agreement with the companies is that the 
pictures are to be used for no other purpose 
than to picture the historical or graphic events 
for which such pictures were intended. 

The revival of interest in historical films, 
especially of the world war, has resulted in 
many requests for scenes in order to lend color 
and historical accuracy to the scenes produced. 
All these war films serve to stir the patriotism 
of the people and revive their memories of the 
great work of the American soldiers in the 
world war.

Yellow fever was the 
constant menace against which the French 
medical authorities had been powerless to con- 
tend. But Drs. Walter Reed, Carroll, Lazere 
and Agramonte had been appointed a board to 
investigate the.discoveries of Drs. Henry 
Carroll and Carlos Finley that the disease was 
spread through the bite of a very virulent in- 
sect belonging to the mosquito family. If they 
could eliminate the mosquito they could con- 
quer the devastating fever. They first stamped 
it out of Cuba and subsequently in Panama. 

The principal offender against the health of 
the workmen on the canal was named Stego- 
myia fasciata, and after the American medicos 
had eliminated him yellow fever disappeared 
completely from the Canal Zone., Yellow 
fever is almost completely eradicated frqm the 
continent of America, although there has been 
a recent outbreak in Brazil.

New York, July 2 (By A. P.).— 
Federal Judge Thacher today up- 
held the neutrodyne radio patents 
made by Prof. Louis A. Hazeltine, 
former college professor, and which 
have yielded millions of dollars to 
the, patent holders. 

Today’s decision, it is believed. 
will affect many manufacturers of 
radio receiving sets, as a ruling in 
the Federal court in Brooklyn ear- 
lier this week had held that the 
‘‘Hazeltine idea’’ was being em- 
ployed in a ‘substantial portion” of 
the present output of radio sets. 

Judge Thacher’s decision was in 
the suit brought by the Hazeltine 
Corporation and independent radio 
Manufacturers, Inc.. charging. in- 
fringements by the Electric Service 
Ingineering Corporation, und de- 
manding an injuncticnu and an ac- 
counting. 

The owners of the patents have 
isued Neutrodyne licenses t9 va-- 
rious radio manufacturers on a a 
per cent royalty basis. 

The defendant company claimed 
that as Prof. Hazeltine was in the 
rovernment service when he made 
the patents, he was not entitled to 
the exclusive rights. This ccnten- 
tion was overrulea by Judge 
Yhacner. mi 

Federal Judge Inch, in a decision 
handed down in Brooklyn Wednes- 
day, upheld the Hazeltine patents 
in dismissing a suit brought by the 
Radio Corporation of America and 
associated companies, the General 
Electric Co., the Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co. and 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. against the Independent 
Radio Manufacturers, Inc., charg- 
ing Hazeltine with infringement of 
patents held by the plaintiff con- 
cerns. ' 

Judge Inch, in 
wrote: ‘‘The first 
set that. if properly constructed, 
would not squeal or whistle, and 
was not a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood, was the, so-called Hazeltine 
neutrodyne apparatus. After Ha- 
zeltine gave to the. commercial 
world. a new receiving set, there 
has arisen almost overnight, a 
great and important industry in the 
making and selling of receiving 
sets, a substantial portion of which 
were employing’ the Hazeltine 
idea.”’ 

Judge Thacher, in his opinion, set 
aside certain charges of infringe- 
ment on one of the two patents in- 
volved in the suit.

P. R. R. TERMINALS | 
TO COST $3,000,000 


Company to Begin at Once 
Work on Litte Creek 
Buildings. 


Norfolk, Va., July 2 (By A. P.). 
The Pennsylvania railroad will at 
once start construction work on its 
Little Creek terminals in Princess 
Anne county, between Ocean View 
and Lynnhaven inlet. 

The initial expenditure already 
approved by directors of the Penn- 
sylvania is $1,500,000, but it is 
understood that the total expendi- 
ture at the terminals may run as 
high as $3,000,000. 

In ad ition to the Little Creek 
project, which includes a line into 
Norfolk from the terminal, the 
Fennsylvania today announced it 
would absorb the wharfage charge 
on grain handled at the Norfolk 
municipal grain elevator. This will 
put the Norfolk elevator on the 
same basis with those at Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, and enable the 
city to compete in handling grain 
from Buffalo. 

Announcement of the _ Little 
Creek terminal plan and the ob- 
sorption of the grain wharfage 
charges was made following a con- 


ference of city officials and the 
Pepper ivenin raliroad officials.

Wash well and 
drain but do not wipe, and then 
dredge with flour that has been 
well seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Fat salt pork may be tried out and 


if you wish butter may be used. 
The chicken should fry slowly until 
‘ender and well browned and 
should be turned very frequently 
and moved about while it is cook- 
ing. White sauce may be served 
ith fried chicken, in which case 
it becomes chicken, Southern style.

Lettuce Greens. 

Wash two heads of lettuce (the 
ltss expensive, less firm heads are 
best for this use), and shake from 
the leaves, which must be well sep- 
arated, as little of the water as pos- 
sible. Place the leaves in a cookinz 
vessel over a low flame and cook 
ufter the fashion of: spinach and 


serve with butter, pepper and salt. 
Lettuce cooks up considerably, but 
is an excellent vegetable served in 
this manner.

Mashed potato, to be its best, 
should be light and fluffy and well 
seasoned. To make the potato light 
it must be well beaten, and to 
beat it easily it must be thinned. 
The beating may take place over 
a very low flame, to keep the vege- 
table warm, and hot milk or cream 
may be added to thin the substance 
without cooking it. Be generous 
with your butter in this instance; 
there is no more appreciative thing 
than a dish of mashed potato that 
has a generous allowance of but- 
ter, appreciated not alone by the 
tomatoes but by the ultimate con- 
sumer.

Let’s talk about the thermos bot- 
tle situation from several angles. 

Assuming the inside of the bottle 
is clean, the question becomes one 
of temperature and nothing else. 
Milk always contains bacteria and 
a great many of them. If the milk 
has been properly protected, none 
of these is the bacterium which pro- 
duces such diseases as consumption 
and typhoid fever. But even the 
bacteria which do not cause dis- 
eases of certain kinds must live on 
the food around them and must 
pour their products into the fluids 
in which they are. 

For instance, the bacteria which 
sours milk live on certain ingredi- 


'ents of milk and manufacture acid 


which sours it. Sour milk differs 
somewhat in composition and in 
digestibility from unsoured milk. 
This is an jllustration of bacterial 
action which, on the whole, im- 
proves the product. There are other 
kinds of bacterial action in milk 
which harm the product, especially 
so when the milk is to be consumed 
by infants.

A thermos 
bottle will keep cold milk better 
than any household refrigerator;

Even milk chilled to 60 
will keep well for a night and a day, 
provided the inside of the thermos 
bottle is first cleaned dnd chilled.

It might be feasible to keep a feed- 
ing or two for the baby in good | 
condition in a thermos bottle for.

ALLIED GHINESE TROOPS 
ADVANCE ON NATIONALS 


Fighting Believed Already 
Under Way; Marshal 
Wu in Command. 


AIR FLEET IS MOBILIZED 


Peking, China, July 2 (By A. 
P.).—Active warfare is an imme- 
diate prospect or already has begun 
in the regions northwest of Peking 
after a period of comparative 
quiet. The allied forces of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin of Manchuria and 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu of the Central 
provinces, who dominate the north 
China situation, have begun a gen- 
eral advance against the national 
armies as the beginning of a cam- 
paign designed to wipe out the ene- 
mies they recently forced to retire 
from the capital. Marshal Wu is 
directing operations, 

One allied army under'Gen. Tien 


Wei-chun, already was moving to- 
day toward Nankow pass, a strong 
position 26 miles northwest of the 
capital, with Hwailai, 20 miles be- 
yond Nankow and. within the en- 
emy lines, as its objective. Plans 
call for the occupation of Hwailai 
within three days. 

A second allied army, command- 
ed by Marshal Chi Hsiah-yuan, Mar- 
shal Wu’s principal lieutenant, is 
preparing to advance against Yu- 
chow, in Chihli province, 100 miles 
west of Peking, near the border of 
Shansi province. 

The national armies, former mas- 
ters of the capital under their 
founder, Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang, 
hold a line stretching roughly from 
Nankow to Yuchow, with the Kal- 
xan-Tatung railway at their backs. 
They have shortened their lines of 
defense and are reported to be well 
entrenched at all points. (Feng re- 
cently gave up command and is 
now believed to be in Moscow.) 

Marshal Chang’s young son is re- 
ported to be mobilizing a large 
fleet of airplanes at Tientsin for use 
in the general advance.

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| Rothschild Denied Seat; 
Spent Too Mach Money 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Paris, July 2. (By A. P.).— 
The Chamber of Deputies today 
voted against seating Baron 
Maurice de Rothschild, whose 
election as deputy for the Hautes 
Alpes department in August, 
1924, was contested on the 
charge of corruption. Today's 
vote was 209 to 86, with 285 
absent or not voting. 

The baron is one of the 
wealthiest men in France. It 
was reported by the commission 
appointed to investigate the 
charges against him that he 
spent in the neighborhood of 
1,600,000 francs in donations, 
althéugh he would have been 
elected whether he spent the 
money or not. Most of the money 
went to people who did not keep 
their promises, the report said. 

The committee voted in favor 
of making the election valid, but 
the chamber today failed to 
agree. 

Another election, in which 
Baron de Rothschild probably 
will be a candidate, is to be held.

Cherrington on Stand Today. 


Ernest H. Cherrington, of West- 
erville, Ohio, who manages and di- 
rects the World League Against 
Alcohol as well as its ramifications, 
from the same office where he 
helps direct the Antisaloon league 
of America, was examined very 
briefly yesterday. He _ will. be 
further examined today. At both 
the morning and afternoon sessions 
yesterday, the committee concen- 
trated its efforts on concluding the 
examination of Mr. Wheeler. Docu- 
ments and data brought to the com- 
mittee from Westerville by the rep- 
resentatives it sent out there fur- 
nished much of the ammunition 
which Senator Reed used in asking 
his pointed questions. 


Mr, Wheeler made skillful par- 
ries to many of the questions and 
at times argued and quarreled with 
the committee ehairman. When- 
ever the questions brought tense 
situations, Mr, Reed, his coat off 
and shirt-sleeves rolled up, stood 
erect before the witnes and Mr. 
Wheeler as a rule chewed his pencil 
or sat back, his chin resting on his 
left hand. The nature of Mr. 
Wheeler’s replies and the tendency 
of the witness to make speeches in 
answering questions angered Mr. 
Reed at one point and caused him 
to warn the witness that he was 
losing patience.

Upshaw Letters Bring Laughs. 


Yhe payments to Representative 
Upshaw, of Georgia, together with 
correspondence pertaining to Up- 
shaw’s continued efforts to extract 
money from the league, provided a 
brand of comedy which kept the 
audience and members of the com- 
mittee in a humorous mood. Mr. 
Wheeler, himself, joined in the 
laughter as the weird story of Up. 
shaw’s relations with league offi- 
cials in the matter of getting his 
pay for speeches was unfolded. 
And, conversely, the correspondence 
showed that Upshaw would not 
make speeches if he did not get 
paid, though he gave bargain prices 
when the league officials com- 
plained against the amounts he 
asked. 

A letter from Upshaw to J. Kes- 
ler, manager of jhe league’s speak- 
ing bureau, showed that the Geor- 
gia representative had spoken at a 
meeting where he collected $1,168 
to aid the dry cause. Upshaw had 
wanted $75, but had finally accept- 
ed $25 and $1 taxi fare. But after 
the collection he wrote to Kesler, 
telling of the big collection at the 
expense of $1 in taxi fare and add- 
ed in connection with the check 
he wanted sent to him, ‘‘Let your 
conscience be your guide.”’ 


Taken With Grain of Salt. 


Kesler wrote another letter, it 
was divulged, to H. B. Sowers, a 
league official, in part as follows: 

‘“Upshaw-said he will not speak 
for me for.less than $75 for a Sun- 
day for two services. I said that 
is too much. Wheeler remarked 
he thought Upshaw would not ask 
so much. However, on Wheeler’s 
insistence I took the matter up 
with Upshaw and told him very 
frankly that all of the men who 
were speaking were doing so with- 
out remuneration and that we felt 
since he lives right there in Wash- 
ington he ought to be willing to 
speak for the league without 
charge. 

“He granted everything I said, 
but pleaded poverty. He said it 
was necessary for him to depend 
upon every possible resource to get 
by. .Of course I took what he said 
with a grain of salt.’’ 

Other correspondence showed 
that league officials were suspicious 
of suggested arrangements where- 
by Upshaw was to speak because 
they had the fear of his demanding 
too much or putting in expense ac- 
,counts. On one occasion the Rep- 
resentative from Georgia had to 
'go to Denver and wanted a speak- 
i ing engagement on the way. The 
| correspondence showed that the 
| league officials suspected he would 
ask the league to pay the expenses 
of the trip if he made the speech. 
|It Was stressed that these activities 
of Representative Upshaw were

Dictated Part of Dry Act. 


Wheeler caused surprise when he 
told Senator Reed that if the Anti- 
saloon league stopped its activities 
in Washington, the -Volstead act 
would become a dead letter. Sena- 
tor Reed asked Mr. Wheeler wheth- 
er he wrote the Volstead act and 
“picked out Representative Vol- 
stead to champion the measure in 
Congress.’”’ 

‘We consulted with Mr. Volstead 
frequently,’’ Mr. Wheeler replied. 

“Did you not dictate what 
amendments should be adopted to 
the bill when it was being consid- 
ered?”’ 

“Only in part.’’ 

“But you got all you wanted?” 

‘“‘Not by a long shot,’’ replied Mr. 
Wheeler. “We had to get corrective 
changes two years later and we are 
still seeking ‘changes.’ ’’

Says League Saves Law. 


Mr. Wheeler admitted that the 
Antisaloon league recommended 
men for appointment as Federal 
prohibition officers, after Mr. Reed 
had said that ‘‘Congress, I suppose, 
would go plumb to the devil if it 
wasn’t for you and your paid 
agents.’’ 

“Tf we did not stay here the Vol- 
stead act would soon be wiped out,’’ 
replied the witness defiantly.. 

It developed from the Wester- 
ville records that the highest ex- 
penditures of State organizations 
were in 1920 and’ 1921 just after 
prohibition.

Fargo, N. D., July (By A. 
P.).—Further returns tonight only 
served to emphasize the victory 
won by North Dakota nonpartisan 
leaguers in the primary election 
Wednesday. 

Each new report gave their can- 
didates for the Republican sena- 
torial and gubernatorial - nomina- 


tions larger pluralities, and league 
candidates for 8 of 11 other State 
officials also were well in the lead. 

The three incumbent independent 
Republican State offices were more 
than holding their own, howeyer, 
and had comfortable margins. 

Although they failed to win the 
senatorial and gubernatorial nomi- 
nations, the independent forces ap- 
parently have control of the legis- 
lature. In 1925 the independents 
controlled the upper body in the 
legislature. Incomplete returns 
from this week’s election show they 
may control both the house and 
senate next winter. 

Latest figures on the Republican 
senatorial nomination contest gave 
Gerald P. Nye, nonpartisan incum- 
bent, 69,573, with 1,689 of 2,167 
precincts reported. L. B. Hanna, 
independent, had 58,222 and C. P. 
Stone, wet candidate, 9,180. Most 
of the precincts still to be heard 
from were in the nonpartisan ter- 
ritory. 

Figures on the short term sena- 
torial election, with 1,122 precincts 
reported, were: Nye, 42,996; 
Hanna, 36,826; Stone,* 9,356. 

Thomas Hall, independent, whose 
renomination for Congress in the 
second district had been somewhat 
doubtful, was apparently safe to- 
night. He had a majority of al- 
most 3,000 with only 143 of the 
756 precincts in the district to be 
heard from. The vote was: Hall, 
24,927; Graham, 22,094.

His Wet Speeches Gratis, 
Hill’s Answer to Wheeler 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Taking issue with Wayne B. 
Wheeler, Representative Hill, Re- 
publican, Maryland, yesterday 
branded as ‘‘absolutely false” a 
statement made by the Antisaloon 
league counsel before the Senate 
campaign funds committee that he 
had received money for making 
antiprohibition speeches.

BOUGHT BY B. B. WILLS 


Area Includes Park and Is 
Part of Original Grant 
to Jesuits. 


PRICE CLOSE TO $250,000 


Chapel Point park and farms, 
880-acre part of the original grant 
of Lord Baltimore to the Jesuit or- 


der in the early part of the seven- 
teenth century, has been purchased 
by B. B. Wills, who leased the prop- 
erty last season, it was learned yes- 
terday. The purchase price, al- 
though not stated, is believed to be 
close to $250,000. 

The contract was signed Wednes- 
day and is believed to be one of the 
largest real estate transactions in 
the history of southern Maryland.

Lights to Be Changed 
At Lincoln Memorial

BUS COMPANY TO DEFER 
ASKING GREATER FARES 


Financial Reports to Be Ana- 
lized Before Applying 
for Increase. 


10-CENT RATE IS DESIRED 


The Washington Rapid Transit 
Co. will not at once petition the 
public utilities commission for an 
increase in motorbus fares, but 
but when it does, probably will ask 
for a straight 10-cent cash fare. 

This was announced at a 
luncheon of officials of the com- 
pany at the Willard hotel yesterday. 
E. D. Merrill, president and gen- 
eral manager of the company, said 
that the bus concern is in need of 
financial relief, both in the shape 
of increase revenue and economy in 
expenditure. But he said that the 
financial reports of. the last six 
months would be fully analyzed be- 


‘|fore an application is made for a 


raise in rates. 

Mr. Merrill said the North Amer- 
ican Co., owner of the bus com- 
pany, has put $182,000 in new 
capital into the enterprise since 
buying it from the company headed 
by Leon Arnold. This, he declared, 
represented an increase of 83 per 
cent in the capital investment. 

He said economies in operation 
had been effected, but that still 
others would be contrived, and 
added that the report that the buses 
cleared 25 per cent profit on in- 
vestment under their former man- 
agement last year was unfounded. 
He asserted that a rearrangement 
of accounts to correspond with the 
company’s’ present bookkeeping 
procedure would reveal that profits 
had been small. 


COOLIDGE PETITIONED 
TO BAR SEGREGATION 


Colored Delegates Appeal 
Against Racial Lines in Fed- 
eral Departments. 


A “sesquicentennial petition,” 
circulated by the Equal Rights 
league, for abolition of racial se- 
gregation in departments of the 
Federal government, was presented 
to President Coolidge yesterday at 
the White House by William Mon- 
roe Trotter, of Boston, and 20 rep- 
resentatives of national negro civic 
and fraternal organizations. 

The petition carried 25,060 sig- 
natures representing citizens of 40 
States. The President was told by 
Mr. Trotter and the Rev. T. S. 
Harten, of Brooklyn, that Federal 
department segregation had given 
impetus to all forms of civil dis- 
crimination. He stated that the 
problem was being gradualyl work- 
ed out.
